The policy adopted 


is expected to enable the allies to rec- 
ognize and assist any force in Russia 
co-opera ting in the struggle against 
soviet rule, because such recognition 
will bo in force only until such 'time 
as the constituent 
assembly 
decides 


upon the permanent form of govern- 
ment. 
The regional governments "will 


then expire automatically. 


The allies will not furnish Admiral

troops but will 
supply 
arms, muni- 


tions,

food on a larger

Dear Folks: 1 arrived here in Xew 
York yesterday afternoon on the Im- 
perator. 'which ss one of the largest 
ships in ihe world.

left. 
Brest 
May 15. and the trip took just a liule 
over eight days, li sure js a pleasure 
to ride on a ship of this size, for one 
could hardly realize one was really at 
sea when inside, excepting when we 
came out. on deck and saw the waves 
rushing by. 
Just as we entered New York harbor 
several ships came out 
to meei us. 
There was :t band on every ship, and 
many 
friends of oiir officers. 
The 
docks were 
lined 
with 
people. Red 
Cross nurses in particular, who kept 
throwing chocolates, fruit and smokes 
ai us. 
V>'& docked at 4 p. m., and you 
believe me we certainly were glad to 
be back home again and see the statue 
of Liberty smiling at us. 
Just a year ago I landed In Europe, 
and I never dreamed thai I would be 
back within a year, but horo 1 a.m. We 
have over 60 wireless operators on this 
ship and thai is very nearly all the 
wireless men who served Uncle Sam 
over in Kurope. 
We left Brest eight hours before the 
Leviathan did and just as 
we 
were 
leaving- the captain of the Leviathan 
sent a wireless to our1 captain saying 
that he WHS going to beat us petting 
home, although wo had an eislu-hour 
start on him. Everyone wanted to do 
something on our ship to help beat 
the Leviathan, and soon after we were 
outside of Brest our ship was cutting 
through tho water at a 20-knot speed, 
which is something like 22 miles an 
hour. 


We kept going along at this rate 
until the ISth. when suddenly the ship 
began to list on one side and the speed 
was cut down to 13 knots.
